Progressive Labor group.” Since leaving the New Left in 1965, 

Luce has been touring college campuses and writing articles 
on the movement. 

“The most heartening note I have recently found is that 
many of the young people who call themselves ‘Leftists’ or. 

‘New Leftists’ are not buying the collectivist doctrine of the 
established (Communist) organizations,” Luce said. “They are 
quite simply libertarians, rebelling against unreasonable pow- 
er and authority, whether it comes via established government’ 
or totalitarian (leftist) organizations.” 

Luce said there are actually .three Communist parties in 
the United States: The American Communist Party, which fol- 
lows the Moscow line of ‘‘peaceful o>-exi$tence”; the Trot- > 
skyite Socialite Workers Party, which made most of the in- 
roads among Leftists in recent years, : and the Progressive 
Labor Party/which follows Peking. * 7 ^ x ^ 

“These young Communists are few in number but vibrant 
and vehement in their programs,” he said. “Their three R’s 
might well be riot, rebellion and revolution,” 

Luce himself was a member of the latter group in the early 
1960s. He was indicted by a grand jury for illegal trips to Cuba 
in 1963 and 1964 to meet with Maoist leaders. 

Luce said the young Communists are “an irrational part of
